a very area, and huge company of Kebells : the which Ab- 25:>-7- 185+ 
folon, thouxhhe were moſt goodly of perſon, of great Nobt- 
lity, being the Kings ſonne, in great favour of the people, 
and fo dearely beloved of the King himfelfe, fo much that he 
gave commandementf that ( notwithſfanding his Rebellion) 
his life ſhould be ſaved; when foz theſe conſiderations, molt 
men were afraid fo lap hands upon him, a greaf free ftretch- 
ing out his arme, as if were fo2 that purpoſe, caugyt him by _ 
the great and long buſh of his goodlp haire, lapping about it 7/22: '3. 
as he fled haſttly bare-headed under the ſaid Tree, and ſo ** ** 
hanged him up by the hatre of his head in the aire, fo give an 
ccernall vocument , thaf- neicher comelinefſe of perſonage, :.King, :2, 
neither Nobility, noz favour of the people, no no2 the favour Þ: 5. 
of the King himſelfe, can ſave a Rebell from due puniſh- 
menf: God the King of all Kings being ſo offended with hint, 
that rather then he ſhould lack duc ececution fo2 his Treafon 
every tree by the wap will be a gallowes oz aibbec unto him, 
and thetayreof his own head will be unfo him, in ſtead ofa 
halter fo hanghim np with, rather then be ſhould lack one, A 
fearfull example of Gods puniſhment ( good people ) to con- 
ſider.

man, yet the miſchievous Counſellor of Abſolon, in this 
wicked Kebellion, fo2 lack of an hangman, a convenient ſer- 2: Kio. r 5. c.

Andas fe ho- | 
ly Scriptures doe ſhew, ſo doth daily experiencep2ove,that

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took effec, neither came fo good, but fo moſt ho:rible end, 
Foz though God doth oftentimes pzoſper inſt and iawful 
enemies, whichbe na Dabiects agatnit their fozreigne ene- 
mites: pet did he never long p2oſper Rebelltous ſubiccts a- 
gainft their Pzince,were thepnever ſo great in authoaity,oz 
ſo many in number. Five P2inces 02 Rings (fo2 (o the 
Scripture tearmeth them) with all thetr multicudes, conid 
noc-p2evaile againſt Chodorlaomer,vnto whom they had p20- 
miſled loyalty and obedience, and had continued in the ſame 
certaine peeres,but they were all overth;owen and taken pzi- 
ſoners by him: but Abraham with his familp aud kinlefolks, 
an han>fulſ of men in reſpecc, owing no {ubiection unto Cho- 
dorlac mer ,overthzew him and all his hoſt in Wattell,and re. 
Covered thc p2ziſoncrs, and delivered them. S0 that though 
Wartebe (o dzeavfull and cruella thing, as it is, pec doth 
God ofcen p2oſper a fewin lawfall Warres with fozreigne 
enemies againft many thouſands. but never pet p2oipered bee 
Subieccs being Revells againſt their naturall. Sove- 
raign?, were thep neverſo great.o2 noble,ſo many,ſo ſfout, fs 
witty, & poliiike, but ailwayes they-came by the overthrow, 
and to a ſhamefull end; fo much doth God abhozre Rebelit- 
on, moze then other Warres, though-otherwiſe: betig fo 
d2cadfull, and ſo great a deſtruction to mankind. Though 
not only great multitudes of che rude, and raſcax Commons, 
but ſoinetime alſo men of great wit, nobility, end authozicy, 
hive moved Rebellions againſt their lawfull Pzinces 
(whereas true Nobility ſhould moſt abzozre ſuch villanous, 
and frue wiſedome ſhould moſt deteſt ſuch frantirke Rebelli- 
on) though they ſhould pzetend ſundry cauſes,as the redzeſfe 
.of the Common-wealth ( wyich Rebellion of all other miC- 
chiefes doth moit dcſtxop) 02 refozmation of Religion 
(whereas Rebellion is molt againſt all true Religion ) 
thoughthep hae made a great ſhew of holy meaning by be- 
ginning their Rebel}fons with a counterfeit ſervice of God, 
(as did wicked Abſolon begin his Rebellion with ſacrificing 
unto God) though they diſplap,and beare about enfignes,and 
banners, whichare acceptable ungo the rude -ignozant com- 
mon people, great multitudes of whom by ſuch falſe parten- 
ces

ces and ſhewes they doe deceive, anddzaw unfo them: yer 
were the multitudes of the Rebells never (o huge and great,

Turne over and read the hiftozies of all Nations, looke 
over the Chzonicles bf our owne Connfrey, call to minde ſo 
many Rebellions of 6lv cime, and ſome'yet freſh in memopy, 
ye ſhall nof find that God evet 'p;oſpered any Rebellion a- 
cainft their naturall.olawfull P2zince, but confrariwiſc thaf 
the Rebells were overchzowen and\laine, and ſuch as were 
taken pziſonersvyzeatfully execuced, Confiver the great and 
noble families of Dukes; Pargueſſes, Earles aud other

Religion now of late beginneth to be accolour of Rebellfon: 
let all govly and diſcreet@ubiects confider-well of both, and 
firſt concerning Religion. Jfpeaceable Ring Salomon was 
judged of God to be moze meet to build his Temple (where- 
by the ozvering of Religion is meant) then his Father king 
David, thouchother wiſe a mofF covly Ring, fo2 that David

* Nowconcerning p2efences of any redzeſle of the ,Common- 
wealth, made by Rebells, every man that hach but halfe an 
eye,map ſce how vaine they be, Rebellion being as Jhaue be- 
fo2e declared, che greateſt ruine anv deſtruction of all Com» 
mo1-wealths that may be poſſtble. And whoſo lookethonthe 
one part vpon the perſons and government of the Kings moſk

Letno good and diſcreet Subjects therefoze follow the 
flegge 03 banner diſplayed to Rebellion, q boztcbyRebells, 
though in their devices they ſeeme to make many ſpecious 
thewesof Religion and Kefo2mation, Fo} as examples of 
ſuchpzactices are tobe found as well in the biflosies of old, 
as alſo of lafter Rebellions,in our Fathers,and our freſh me- 
mo2y: ſo nofwith(anding theſe pzefences made and banners 
bozne, are rccogded withsll to perpetuall memozy, the great 
and hozrible murders of infinfte multitudes and thouſands of 
the common people flaine in Rebellion, dzeadfull executions 
of the Authozs and captaines, the pittifull-undoing of their 
wives and childzen,and diſinheriting of the heyzes of the Ke- 
bells foz ever, the ſpopling, waſting, and deffruction of the 
people and Country where Rebellion was firff begun, thac 
the childe then pet vnbozne might rue andlament it, with the | 
finall overthzow,and ſhamefull deaths of all rebells, ſet fozch
